In despair, his mother, who keeps a gro- 
cery store, took the boy to Dr. Bloch, 
who has been treating him ever since. 
Auto and psychic suggestion has been 
the method employed and the doctor 
points to the fact that the periods be- 





tween the boy’s lapses from virtue have 
steadily lengthened. 

lt was six months ago when Bernard 
last appeared before a Brooklyn court, 
charged with theft. Dr. Bloch secured 
his release, and by suggesting good and 
beautiful thoughts to him, kept him out 
of mischief until a few days ago,. when 
he held up and robbed another boy 
named Arnold, Witten. 

“I have cured hundreds of drunkards 
and drug fiends by the use of hypno- 
tism,”’ said Dr. Bloch, “and I expect a 
like success with this boy. I will have 
him come to me two or three times a 
week and will put him under hypnotic 
control. When he tis asleep I will im- 
press enough good and beautiful 
thoughts on his mind to last him until 
he comes for treatment the next time. 
This is called post-hypnotic suggestion, 
and I have been uniformly successful 
with it. Schaff may have one or two 
more relapses before I am able to cure 
him, but in the course of time I can 
eradicate his criminal tendencies.”

IGALVESTON’S MAYOR TELLS 


POST-DISPATCH HOW GREAT 
SEA WALL SA VED THE CITY 
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Says Storm Was Worth 
Millions“ to Port Be- 
cause It Showed the 
Strength of Masonry. 








TELEGRAM was sent to the 

Mayor of Galveston Wednes 

day by the Post-Dispatch, ev- 
tending the congratulations of St. 
Louis on the proven efficacy of the 
sea wall which had saved the city 
from disaster. The Mayor replied by 
telegraph as follows: 


GALVESTON, Tex., July 23. 
HE storm of 1900 cost us millions 
T of dollars and many lives; the 
storm of Tuesday has been 
worth millions to us, without the sacri- 
fice of a life. Standing like the Rock 
of Gibraltar, or like Jackson at Chan- 
cellersville, Galveston’s great sea wall 
received its baptism yesterday and for 
hours withstood without a crack, a 
blemish or a scar, a storm which in se- 
verity quite equaled the disastrous visi- 
tation of 1900. 

Today, going about in the bright stn- 
shine, fanned by the gentle zephyrs of 
the gulf, our pgople, contented and 
smiling, feeling safer than ever be- 
fore, are pursuing their usual voca- 
tions, while our little children are 
weaving garlands of oleanders’ with 
which to Bedeck with loving and grate- 
ful hands this magnificent monument 
to God-given engineering genius. 

The sea wall is a complete and se- 
verely-tested success, else the kindly 
message from the great St. Louis peo- 
ple weuld have had no one to receive 
it, and, through me, the people of one 
of the greatest salt water ports on earth 
would have had no opportunity of 
thanking through the Post-Dispatch, 
the people of the greatest inland city 
in the world for the kindly, much ap- 
preciated message of congratulation. 


LITTLE HEED pAID GALE 

THAT PRECEDED STORM. 
HE story of the storm itself can be 
: | told in a few words. A moderate 
gale came out of the northeast 
early Tuesday evening, but no attention 
was paid to it. the beach and park 
amusements continuing open for the en- 
tertainment and amusement of the 
thousands of visitors crowding the city. 
The wind increased in severity steadily 
from midnight until daylight and the 
breakers in increased size and frequency

which was barely finished, began to suc- 
cumb to the 
waves and the wreckage, the wind doing 
no Gamage beyond piling up the water 
against the sea wall, which, standing 
grim, defiant and resolute, turned the 
anery waters back into the sea to again 
strike the doomed bath houses. 
Augmented by the wreckage and 
timbers, a few minutes after this, spray 
ana spume, blown by the wind which 
had shifted dead south and was driving 
straight against the wall at the foot of 
Tremont street, began coining over the 
wall. This kept up with sufficient fre- 
quency to cause a slight flow of water 
across the boulevard and down 
street. 

It was this which gave rise to the 
wild rumor that immediately flew 
through the city that the sea wall was 
broken. 

Securing horses and automobiles, the 
superb citizenship of Galveston went 
about among the people allaying their 
fears and assuring them that the sea 
wall was intact.

Unconfirmed rumors of terrible 
disaster on gulf and bay, and elsewhere, 
wrought the people up, but standing 
steady, our sturdy citizens who knew 
intimately of the careful, painstaking 
construction of the sea wall, never let 
their faith waver in its security, and 
going among such few as were excited, 
did much to allay their apprehension. 

At noon the wind began dying out, 
the littlé water in the streets quickly 
ran off, the bright sun came out and 
queenly Galveston, sitting secure and 
snug amid her flowers, drew a breath 
of relief and murmured “God bless our 
magnificent, our superb, our stanch and 
perfect sea wall and the men who build- 
ed it.”’

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GREAT IS BASEBALL. 

Our view of baseball, the most attractive of 
‘sports, is too technical. A splendid diversion we 
-know it to be, but the details of the game itself 
-{nterest us more than its philosophy. As a mat- 
‘ter of fact, it is the nation’s safety valve. It 
‘keeps us from brooding on civic ills and political 
perils. We grade it as the most important of 
‘things. The robbery of the consumer by the tariff

‘ton stockings.

MR. TAFT’S “HARD CORE.” 
President Taft is said to have remarked to 
Speaker Cannon, “Some things may look like 
jelly from the outside, but you will find that 
there is a hard core inside.” 

This oracular saying is supposed to have re- 
ferred to the President himself, in connection 
with the tariff issue. It is interpreted as a veiled 
threat of a veto, in the event that the Congress 
shall pass a tariff bill displeasing to him. 

Mr. ‘aft will need a hard core inside—hard 
as adamant—to bring the “stand-pat” combine 
to terms. He will find that, while dinners are 
pleasant adjuncts to friendly couferences and 
help to maintain diplomatic relations, they do 
inot count for much as a means of inducing 
greedy interests to surrender fat privileges. 
Oracular sayings and veiled threats are not ef- 
fective in dealing with the favored interests. So 
far as tariff graft is concerned, they are hunger 
“incarnate.” They are mere appetites and open 
maw, without sensibility or seruple. Like hogs, 
they must be beaten from the trough. 

Mr. Taft will find also that the protected in- 
terests are not easy to frighten by predictions of 
ruin to the Republican party. They have no 
sentiment of loyalty to parties. The only use 
they have for parties is to make them the in- 
struments of their greed. They are willing to sac- 
rifice a party if they can pick their spoils from 
its ruins. They wrecked the Democratic party to 
get what they wanted, and they will wreck the 
Republican party, unless they are brought to 
terms with a strong hand. 

The President’s strength lies in the support 
of the people. He has the popular side of the 
tariff issue. He can rally to the banner of gen- 
uine tariff revision an overwhelming majority of 
the people—a dominating element of Republican 
voters. Back of him is the\support of the in- 
fluential press -and of the Republican leaders 
who represent progressive party sentiment. 

Mr. Taft need not be afra i to -eto a bad Dill, 
nor to say openly that he will veto any bill that 
does not conform to his pledges or satisfy the 
popular expectation. The representatives of the 
protected interests dare not take issue with him, 
if he gtands firm. Their only hope is to avoid 
the issue by beating him down, bulldozing him 
or honeyfugling him into sham compromises. 

It is idle to refer their differences to the con- 
ferees. The settlemen’, as Mr. Parne clearly sees, 
will be on the side of the ‘“standpatters,” who 
have a majority in the Conferenee Committee. 
As the Washington correspondent of the local 
Republican organ remarked, “Tariff-making is 
trading, and the shrewdest dealer and _ the 
strongest section is bound to get the best of the 
argument.” : 

The final outcome depends upon the Presi- 
dent. The ultimate test will fall upon the cour- 
age and determination—the hard core inside— 
of Mr. Taft. He cannot evade the responsibility. 
He must face the issue and the sooner he de- 
clares himself and rallies all-his resources the 
easier will be the victory. |

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A GRAVE CASE. 
It is proper enough that the case against Col. 
Abe Slupsky for using profane language has 
been appealed to a higher court. The question 
is not one to be settled by the unfinal judgment 
of a petty tribunal. Great principles are at stake. 
It is important that we learn how, in what 
form and to what extent the courts will coun- 
tenance the use of vigorous expletives and ex- 
plosions of emphasis. 
Properly defined, we shall know whether it 
is necessary to frame a new declaration of in- 
dependence in exemplification and demonstra- 
tion of a belief in the right of every American 
to cuss himself black in the face in his own 
dooryard. These definitions are necessary before 
we will know what to do about it. 
It is not consonant with free men’s ideas of 
liberty that they should be denied the privilege 
of saying, with any varjation of emphasis de- 
signed to meet the exigency:

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HORTLY after commencing his phfl- 
S anthropic crusade against prison 
cruelty, John Howard visited the 
Continent for the purpose of investigat- 
ing the treatment of prisoners. It is 
said that “in all the prisons of the Con- 
tinent he found one horror which was 
unknown in England—a torture cham- 
ber. It was the custom then in all the 
countries of Europe, except Prussia, to 
subject criminals to the torture In order 
to compel them to confess their crimes 
and reveal their accomplices. This 
chamber was usually under ground, that 
the cries of the sufferer might not be 
heard. Clad only in a long flannel gown 
the trembling victim was led to this 
apartment, where were assembled the 
magistrates, the executioners, a surgeon 
and a secretary, and there was tortured 
till his agony had wrung from him a 
confession, real or fictitious. Sometimes 
it was the thumb screw, sometimes the 
boot, sometimes it was a chair with 
blunt spikes in the seat, sometimes a 
machine for dislocating the arms, some- 
times it was the lash, and sometimes 
the intensely hot or cold shower bath, 
that tried the endurance of the ac- 
cused.”’ 

This was the condition on the Contl- 
nent of Europe in the year of the 
Declaration of Independence. Torture 
had existed during the flerce religio- 
political conflicts in Great Britain, but 
the sturdy Saxon spirit ‘of individual 
rights had asserted Itself so strongly 
through the judges on the bench that it 
had for years been eradicated from the 
Intellectual advance- 
ment had not only made apparent its 
horrible inhumanity, but also its perfect 
unreliability and worthlessness in in- 
vestigating criminal accusations. 

THE BIRTH OF LIBERTY. 

The founders of our Government 
were actuated by a noble desire to or- 
ganize one that would prevent the 
wrongs suffered under despotic gOvV- 
ernments and secure to the people 
the inalienable rights of life, liberty, 
and the pursuit of happiness. As 
statesmen they realized the danger of 
unrestrained governmental power, and 
wisely formulated a permanent con- 
stitution to limit and control it. With 
this end in view, among other im- 
portant declarations, there was incor- 
porated the following: “No  persen 
shall be held to answer for a capital 
or other infamous crime unless on 
presentment Or indictment of the 
grand jury, * * * nor shall be com- 
pelied in any criminal case to be a 
witness against himself; nor be de- 
prived of life, liberty or property 
without due process of law.” To em- 
phasize these fundamental rights of 
every citizen of the United States. 
high or low, each State of the Union 
has tncorporated in various forms the 
same declaration. In our own State in 
article 2, section 22, is the following: 
“In criminal prosecutions the accused 
shall have the right to appear and de- 
fend im person and by counsel; te de- 
mand the sature and cause of accu- 
gations; to meet the witnesses face 
to face.” And again in section 23: 
“That ne pervon shall be compelied to 
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The Revival of Torture

These declarations of human rights 
for years were recognized by all of- 
ficilals of every kind and character, 
as a rule of action for their guidance, 
and protected the citizens of this 
country in every way. Seemingly all 
the wrongs growing out of govern- 
mental tyranny in the past had dis- 
appeared. There was no religious per- 
secution, no packed jury or star cham- 
ber trials. no bills of attainder, con- 
fiscation of property or ex post facto 
laws, and no torture to extort con- 
fessions from an accused against him- 
self or others. And so well were our 
laws observed affecting individual’ 
rights that it made us optimistic as 
to their efficacy and stability. But 
there has arisen and developed dur- 
ing the last quarter of a century in 
most all of the large cities of the 
United States, unless it be some in 
the South, a power which defies the 
restraints and limitations of the Con- 
stitution guarantecing individual 
rights, expecially those of ‘freedom 
from arrests without warrant, pro- 
tection from unwarranted domiciliary 
invasion and the right of exemption 
from being compelled to _ testify 
against one’s self. 

BACK TO THE INQUISITION. 

This power is exercised by the various 
police departments of the country. The 
establishment of these separate organi- 
zations of peace officers grew out of 
the requirements of the rapidly increas- 
ing population. They were intended to 
be a body of officers clothed with the 
ordinary constabulary authority to pre- 
serve the public peace, make arrests 
of the violators of the law and prose- 
cute them in the manner prescribed by 
the law. Let us see how far beyond 
the original purpose they have gone. 
In every police force throughout the 
country, the members of the respective 
departments are divided into patrolmen 
and detectives, with an ostensible chief 
over the former and a positive one over 
the latter. The modern detective was 
comparatively unknown in the earlier 
administration of law in this country. 
He is the outgrowth of a commercial 
idea that governments are established 
principally for the recovery of stolen 


goods. 

More especially to the detective 
branch of the police force is permit- 
ted or delegated the exercise of pow- 
ers violative of both constitutional 
and State laws. And though their of- 
fences may not originate through the 
direct orders of the board, they exer- 
cise it through the pernicious sys- 
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sonable hours of the night to the pri- 
son, Bat the principal outrages per- 
petrated by them occur after arrests 
and commitmeart to the cells of the 
hold-over. The occupant of the hold- 
over is a person against whom no for- 
mal charge is made.

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NE hundred years ago the sites of Glover and Barton, in the 
part of Vermont, were mostly swamp land. A mill was located by «a 
brook which was fed from one of the large ponds three or four miles 

from what is now the village of Glover. These mountain ponds or lakes, two or 
three miles square, are high up in the Green Mountaing and are among the 
most attractive spots in New England. 

On June’6, 1810, three men went up the brook to see if a little more water 
could be let down to the mill. They removed some earth, when suddenly the 
quicksands gave way and they saw that the whole lake was lable to be upon 
them. 

Frantically they questioned: ‘“‘Who will save the miller and his wife? 

Spencer Chamberlain, the fleetest of foot, ran as fast as possible through the 
tangle of thick woods to give warning, while the other men escaped to higher 
ground. He found the miller away, and the miller’s wife grinding at the mill. 
She became helpless with horror; but, breathless as was her rescuer from his 
flight, he succeeded in dragging and carrying her up the hill out of reach of the 
rushing water. The miller’s horse was drowned, and all of his hard-earned 
property swept away in a twinkling, says the Boston Globe. 

The water rushed along, carrying everything before it, digging out ravines, ‘ 
filling up hollows and making a new surface to the land generally, some of it 
reaching Lake Memphremagog, more than a dozen miles away. It brought down 
so much sand that it filled the swamps and made them fit for habitation. 

Within three or four years two bolts from the old mill were found in the vil- 
lage when a cellar was dug by the river bank. 

The site of the lake is now called Runaway Pond, or Dry Pond, and the 
road leading to it Runaway road. The ground which was once the bed of the 
lake is spongy and shakes when walked upon. Hay is grown there, but has to 
be cut by hand and carried off on _ pitchforks,

CHICAGO, July 23.—Mrs. Marie May- 
field ig under arrest charged with at- 
tempting to kill her mother, Mrs. Ger- 
trude Hinkley. Mrs. Mayfield declared 
that the shooting was an accident. The 
story of Mrs. Hinkley as told to the 
police is as fallows: 

“Some time’ ago I gave my daughter 
$3500 to invest in the silver mines at 
Mapimi, Mexico, in which her husband 
is interested. At that time I thought it 
was a g00d investment. Wednesday 
morning my daughter asked me to call 
at her rooms.
